Denver Man Breaks With Po­ 
lice And Decides l o Ne­ 
gotiate For His Son. 


Denver, Feb. 21 (AP).—Decision 
of Claude K. Boettcher, wealthy 
father of the kidnapped Charles 
Boettcher, 2d, to act independently 
of police was climaxed Monday by 
his withdrawal of $85,000 from a 
Denver bank, presumably for ran­ 
som and reward payments. 
Authorities said they knew noth­ 
ing of the transaction, 
but 
an 
employe of the Boettchcr-Newton 
company, of which the missing man 
was a partner, said three checks 
totaling 
$85,000 and 
signed 
by 
Boeitcher had passed through a 
bank during the morning. 
He assumed the $80,000 was for 
ransom and the $5000 for a reward 
the elder Boettcher posted soon 
after the kidnapping of tile young 
broker by two men the night of 
February 12. 
Summoned into conference 
by 
Chief of Police A. T. Clark, C. S, 
Milliken, city manager of aafety, 
and Mayor O. D. Begole, the elder 
Boettcher and his attorney, James 
G rant, informed officials they would 
not enlarge on Boettcher’s previous 
statem ent that: 
“I feel I must and I will aet in­ 
dependently lf the opportunity it 
presented.” 
Police Rebuke Boettcher 
His decision and refusal to reveal 
to authorities the contents of note* 
received 
from 
the 
kidnappers, 
which convinced Boettcher his son 
was alive and well, brought sharp 
rebukes from Clark and the mayor. 
Boettcher met the criticism with 
a stern reiteration of his d**cislou 
to negotiate with the kidnappers 
without polke aid. 
"If tile Boettcher family concedes 
to the demands of the kidnappers 
and pays $60,WK) ransom,** 
Clark 
said, “it will I lave a bad effect on 
law enforcement not only in Den­ 
ver but throughout the nation. 
*Tnc police feel they can do little 
witholu the co-operation of the 
Boettcher family," he continued. "I 
am very sorry to hear the family in­ 
tends to negotiate with the kidnap­ 
pers independently of tho police. 


Mayor Anton Cermak has definitely 
passed the crisis attending his criti­ 
cal wounding during an attem pt on 
the life of Mr. Roosevelt. 
Doctor Meyer m ade his statement 
after a short visit to the hospital 
room of the Chicago mayor. 
“The wound in Mayor Cermak's 
right lung has healed and the lung 
has expanded to normal again,” he 
stated, explaining th a t recession of 
a lung as occurred in the case of 
Mayor Cermak is usual whenever it 
is punctured, but th at such reces­ 
sion was regarded by physicians in 
this case as unim portant. 
"The liver is 
back to normal. 
There is no indication of any com­ 
plication,” Doctor Meyer continued. 
"I am convinced the crisis has 
definitely passed. Of course we can­ 
not foresee what m ight develop. 
“There is no indication of pneu­ 
monia. 
The only adverse develop­ 
ment 
mig** occur now would 
be those th at m ight occur in any 
many 60 years of age." 
Mrs. Joe H. Gill, of Miami, also 
seriously wounded by bullets Zan- 
gara fired in an attem pt to assassi­ 
nate the president-elect, was re­ 
ported to have had a "quite com­ 
fortable night.” 
Hospital authori­ 
ties said the improvement in her 
condition during the last three days 
was "remarkable."

This means th at the new Get­ 
tysburg district will receive an ap­ 
propriation

units. On the basis of the true val­ 
uation as computed from the 1932 
financial reports, the appropriation 
for the new unit will amount to 
$25,416.19. 
However, the combined 
appropriation to these same districts 
last year amounted to $28,573.35 or 
$1,158.76 more th an under the new 
scheme. Thus there is no advantage 
in this respect. 
“To maintain the schools of the 
proposed district 
on 
the 
present 
Gettysburg level, and no one would 
wish to lower standards of efficiency, 
will require a 15 mill tax and a $3 
per capita tax to provide for cur­ 
rent expenses. It m ust be borne in 
mind that these rates will not take 
care of any debt service, capital 
outlay, or transportation that may 
become necessary. It is almost im­ 
possible to estimate, without a most 
careful study, the additional tax re­ 
quired to cover these phases of the 
budget, It goes without saying that 
additional buildings and transporta­ 
tion will have to be provided. 
Would Affect Taxes 
'Another factor th a t is of par­

secutively, constitute life imprison­ 
ment at Raiford state prison or hard 
labor in the Florida road camps.

Cocoanut Grove, Flor­ 
ida; Miss Margaret Krais, Newark, 
New Jersey, and W, J. Sinnott, New 
York policeman and bodyguard to 
Mr. Roosevelt.

were slightly wounded by the bullets

front park. 
Louis Twyman, defense counsel, 
who entered Zangara’s guilty pleas, 
said the Italian had insisted he was 
guilty.’ 
“He says, 'No, no, I not crazy,’ 
when we ask him if he thinks he is 
insane,’’ Twyman told the court. 
Taking the witness chair, uncon­ 
cernedly, Zangara 
gave stomach 
pains and hatred of capitalists as the 
reason for his desire to kill Mr. 
Roosevelt. 
“I suffer all time from my stom­ 
ach,” Zangara told Judge E. C. Col­ 
lins. ”1 no like the way capitalists 
take all money. When I read in pa­ 
per the president come here I de­ 
cide to kill him. 
“I decide to kill him and make 
him suffer. I want to make it fifty- 
fifty. Since my stomach hurt I get 
even with capitalists by kill the 
president. 
My stomach hurt long 
time.” 
Zangara told the court he did not 
care whether he lived or not. 
“I sick all time,” he said. “I just 
think maybe oops kill me if I kill 
president. 
“Somebody hit my arm when I 
try it. 
“They fools! They should let me 
kill him.”

This situation is with us and must 
be met. School taxes are difficult to 
collect. Taxes on farms and prop­ 
erty in general are far out of pro­ 
portion and their ability to pay, 
owing to the declining values of real 
estate. 
Statistics show that land 
owners are paying many millions 
per year in taxes more than their 
pro rata share. 
It is therefore 
apparent 
that 
schoolmen 
must 
either find a way of lowering these 
sources of income or the system will 
break down entirely. 
Many places 
where forced sales are being held 
for taxes as well as other bills, peo­ 
ple are combining to prevent the 
sheriff from collecting same. Owing 
to this situation, utmost tact must 
be used in the collection of taxes. If 
we cannot collect the taxes there is 
left only one alternative and that is 
close the schools. - Our authorities 
are strongly advocating the budget 
system. 
By carefully preparing a 
budget and studying same, It may 
enable us to make economies. Dis­ 
tricts can increase their indebted­ 
ness very greatly by failing to lay 
•allicient taxes and then in turn 
pay the maximum legal rate of in­ 
terest. It is found that many dis­ 
tricts are using up their taxes in the 
payment of interest. The expenses 
have been doubled in recent years 
and it is therefore absolutely neces­ 
sary that any duplications be dis­ 
pensed 
with 
and 
departments 
merged wherever savings can be 
effected. In many cases a football 
coach or athletic director receives 
much more pay than the teachers. 
Temple university, Philadelphia, has 
a five year contract with their foot­ 
ball coach at $20,000 per year and 
yet receives quite a large appro­ 
priation from the state. 
Is 
this 
fair to the other, districts of the 
state where we are struggling to 
keep our schools open by being 
obliged to meet the ever Increasing 
demands of our state department of 
public instruction or districts that 
have been obliged to close entirely 
for lack of funds? 
Must Cot Expenses 
It will be necessary for us to cut 
expenses wherever possible instead 
if 
increasing our liabilities. 
In 
many districts teachers are sacri­ 
ficing to the extent of making vol­ 


untary 
contributions in 
order to 
keep the schools open 
We have 
reached the place where we must 
face the solemn fact that there is 
not enough tax paying ability in the 
country to continue to carry on the 
burden as it now it and as it must 
grow to be as people more and more 
exhaust 
their 
savings 
and 
re­ 
sources, 
therefore 
under existing 
economic ills, any radical changes 
such as that of re-districting our 
school units as proposed 
by our 
state 
department 
of 
education, 
should be considered 
entirely too 
much of a gamble for the endorse­ 
ment of the school 
boards as a 
whole. 
Squeeze Out Costs 
No issue on which the 1933 legis­ 
lature acts will have as much direct 
effect on local taxes, as the action 
it takes or fails to take on the cost 
of our public schools. Whether the 
local school tax rate 
goes up or 
down, whether the district becomes 
insolvent, or whether the tax pay­ 
ers are able to keep the schools 
open, all depends on what the 1933 
legislature dies. 
More than that, 
the prospect for prompt relief will 
fade unless 
the 
legislature takes 
early action. Some groups of legis­ 
lators have already promised to act 
promptly 
to 
keep 
educational 
standards high, but squeeze some of 
the excessive octet out of the admin­ 
istrative methors of the department 
of public instruction. 
The depart­ 
ment maintains 
60 
high 
priced 
executives who draw salaries total­ 
ing $275,000 a year. In 1930 it cost 
more than four times as much to 
run the public schools of Pennsyl­ 
vania as it did in 1914. 
The in­ 
crease was from $52,544,036 to $215,- 
426.010 or a net increase of almost 
$163,000,000. The state paid about 
$20,000,000 of this increase; the dis­ 
tricts paid the balance, or $143,- 
000,000 more for the school year of 
1930 than for the school year of 
1914. These are cold facts showing 
how the school costs have sky-rock-
